To the inhabitants of the Town of Temple in the County of 
Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Temple on Tuesday, the Eighth day of March, next, at ten 
o'clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
Town Charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations for 
the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to accept State aid for the 
improvement of Class V roads and raise and appropriate the sum 
of $526.55, the State to contribute the sum of $3,510.35. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum not ex- 
ceeding $8,500.00 for the purpose of making improvements to the 
following Class V roads within the Town: 

a. School House Road 

b. West Road commencing at the village, 
such sum to be raised through the issuance of bonds or note under 
and in compliance with the provisions of chapter 83, Laws of 1951 
as amended by chapter 31, Laws of 1953, and to authorize the 
Selectmen to determine the date and place of payment of such 
bonds or note and to determine the rate of interest thereon, and 
to take such other steps as may be necessary to negotiate such bonds 
or notes as shall be to the best interests of the Town of Temple. 


5. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,000.00 to rebuild the bridge in Hill’s woods, 


6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the maintenance of highways and bridges. 


7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for snow removal. 


8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purchase of calcium chloride for use on 


Class V roads. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $400.00 to be used for the purpose of oiling roads completed 
under the T. R. A. program. 


10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of the library. 


11. ‘To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for Memorial Day, said sum to be handled under 
the auspices of the Legion. 


12. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $53.00, (1/100th of 1% of the valuation of the Town) for 
the Monadnock Region Association of Southern New Hampshire 
for the issuance and distribution of printed matter, newspaper and 
magazine advertising, and by other means calling attention to the 
resources and natural advantages of the Town, in cooperation with 
the other thirty-seven towns of the Monadnock Region. 


13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the support of the Temple Volunteer Fire De- 
partment said sum to be turned over to the Treasurer of the 
Department. 


14. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for Old Age Assistance. 


15. ‘To see what action the Town wishes to take in regard to 
the games of Beano in said Town. 


16. To see if the town will vote to adopt a plan for extending 
to employees of the town the benefits of title II of the Federal 
Social Security Act (Old-Age and Survivor’s Insurance) as author- 
ized by Chapter 234 of the Laws of 1951 and to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $50.00 to defray the town’s share of the cost there- 
of. 


17. If the foregoing article is adopted, to see if the town will 
authorize the selectmen to execute on behalf of the town the 
necessary agreement with the State of New Hampshire to carry into 
effect the plan and to see if the town will designate the Town 
Treasurer as the officer to be responsible for the administration of 


the plan. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes not exceeding the sum of 


$20,000.00. 


19. To see if the Town wishes to take any action in regard to 
the 200th anniversary of the town and raise and appropriate money 
for the same. 


20. To transact any further business which may legally come 
before the meeting.

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FIRE WARDEN'S REPORT 


In looking over the records I find that over one-third of the fires 
in District One in 1954 were from incinerators and burning without 
first securing a permit from the forest fire warden of the town where 
fire occurred. As all these thirty-three fires were in violation of the 
law, all of us citizens who own homes or rent property should try to 
the best of our ability to cooperate with the forest fire warden and 
fire chief in the town or city in which we live. 


After the snow leaves the ground and the spring season arrives 
we all like to get out of doors and start to clean up the grounds and 
back sheds so before we start to burn, let’s contact the forest fire 
warden of the town in which we live and get his view and permit.

35. Permits. (b) No person, firm or corporation shall kindle 
or cause to be kindled any fire or shall burn or cause to be burned 
any material, and no city or town shall kindle or maintain a fire or a 
public dump, in or near woodlands, pasture, brush, sprout, waste, or 
cut-over land, or where fire may be communicated to such land, ex- 
cept when the ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining 
a written permit from the forest fire warden of the town where 
the burning is to be done unless the same is in the presence of the 
warden or his agent. 


36. Liability for Fires Without Permit. Any person causing 
or kindling a fire without permit of the forest fire warden, when 
such permit is required, and any person by whose negligence or the 
negligence of his agents any fire shall be caused, shall be liable in a 
civil action for the payment to the town, or the state or both, of the 
expenses incurred by the forest fire warden or deputy warden in 
attending or extinguishing such fire.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


The year 1954 saw the circulation of books continuing high— 
with our total circulation 2,760. The children, despite more TV sets 
in town, took out 1,581 books. Many of these were left at school, 
where we have no record of how many times they were read. With 
interest in reading so high among the students, we hope to be able 
to build a better library of non-fiction for this age group. Their 
interest in science and biography increases each year. Our books 
in these categories are either out-dated or too difficult. If we should 
be able to receive state aid, for which we are applying, we would 
use it in this area. The adults borrowed 1,179 books, of which 557 
were non-fiction. 

The Australian collection of 33 books which we had on loan 
from the State Library for 8 weeks was very much enjoyed. It 
included fiction and juvenile books. The circulation was very good. 


We added 72 books to the library—30 for the adults, 42 for the 
children. Of these 27 were gifts. 


During the past year we have been visited by the Bookmobile 
six times. The number of books we have been able to have in our 
library through this source is approximately 750. This is, without 
doubt, the biggest help we receive. Without it our library would not 
be able to give you the service you want. With its help, we are 
able to supply our borrowers, children and adults, with the newer, 
more popular books.
